Meddlesome Midwifery, 


W. J. HAWKES, M. D., LOS ANGELES, CALIF. 


HIS is a topic which I approach 
with unabashed assurance because 
I am sure I really do know something 
about it. It is a question in which we 
each and all have had a vital personal 
interest long before we had a profes- 
sional one, though doubtless many of 
the elder among us have forgotten the 
circumstance. _ 
I shall never forget my first case of 
obstetrics, and, although it occurred 
more than thirty years ago, I can to- 


night close my eyes and see every 


article of furniture and every face in 
that room, I was scared! I was a 
callow youth of nineteen; I had been 
a student of medicine just five short 
weeks; my “studies” during even that 
brief period had been driving about 
the country with my preceptor behind 
his pair of steppers ‘‘Kate”’ and “Calli- 
fornia,” I had never read nor heard 


a word about obstetrics—didn't have 
a glimmering as to the meaning of the 
word. I had no clear idea, that I 
would have stood by, as to the differ- 
ence between the sexes, aside from 
their clothes. 

The only redeeming circumstance of 


the situation was that I was ‘‘big for 
my age,’ and had quite a growth of 
hair—albeit straggling—on my face, 
which had been assiduously cultivated 
since my determination to enter the 
noble profession—provided I happened 
to find the door ajar. 

It was a very stormy night, blowing a 
gale and raining in torrents. We were 
in the office—the doctor and I—when 
the call came. He was asleep on a 
couch and I was nodding over “Gray's 
Anatomy’ before the grate fire. The 
doctor was very tired. He had been 
very busy during the day and had felt 
obliged to stimulate frequently to keep 
up his strength and out the weather. 
He was really very tired. The call 
was from a colored family. I even 
remember the name—Woodson —a > 
barber. Mrs. W. was “taken” and 
wanted the doctor right away. 

The messenger was sent away with 
the assurance that the doctor would 
come at once; but instead of “coming 
at once” he horrified me with the sleepy 
ejaculation: “Will, by George (or some- 
thing), you have got to go and attend 
to that case.” 
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After finally catching my breath, I 
exclaimed: 


nor read a line, and know nothing 
about such things.” Scared stiff I 
was. 

“Tt don’t make a d—d (deuced) bit 
of difference; bring your chair over 
here to the lounge. and I'll give you 


a lecture, so you will know something; 


it's time you did.” 

I saw he was in dead earnest, and I 
was so weak I could scarcely do as he 
bid me; but I did, and he gave mea 


lecture on the duties of an accoucheur 


inthe lying-in room. Subsequent hap- 


peninvgs would go to show, either that 


_ his very tired condition made him leave 
out some important points of the in- 
structions, or that my abject state of 
buck-fever caused me to forge. them. 
But of that later. 

I want to say right here in paren- 
thesis, as it were, that I don’t want to 


be understood as blaming the doctor 


in the least. It was human nature, 
and I am not sure but that I would 
have done the same in his place. Nor 
would I have you understand me to 
infer that the color-line had anything 
to do with it. . Nothing could be fur- 
ther from the truth. The doctor’s 


youngest son was born during the war, 


and was named “Grant.” It was the 
storm and the tired feeling, and the 
nice warm office, and probably a desire 
to give me clinical experience. I got 
the experience all right. 

I took the precaution to take along 
with me the darky coachman, so that 
if I got into too deep water I could 
send back word to the doctor—‘cast- 


“But for heaven's sake, 
doctor, I have never heard a word, 


the water’s broke! 


ing the anchor to windward” like. I 
was expecting squalls. 

In the sick room I followed instruc- 
tions as I remembered them, and all 
went well fora time. I found by my 
index what answered the description 


of the vertex, and kept in touch with 


it for a time, until after a while there 
began to be a bladder-like something 
in front of it, and which seemed to 


harden and enlarge with each pain. 


J wondered. The doctor had men- 
tioned no such thing, and I wondered 
what complication I had encountered. 
The tumor grew with each pain, and — 
my perturbation kept pace. The cold 
sweat of anxious fear began to moisten 
my brow. I did not know but the 


-infant’s skull was open, and that this 


was the brains being forced out. It 
was terrible! When I could bear it 
no longer I commenced a note of ap- 
peal to the doctor on a powder paper. 


Before I had finished it a sudden sound | 


from the bed and _ breath-catching 
grunt from the patient took my atten- 
tion. She exclaimed, “There, doctor, 
(The doctor never 
mentioned the bag of waters.) But I 


knew from her manner that something 
to be expected had happened, so I put 


the unfinished note in my mouth, and 


I believe I swallowed it, so fearful was 


I that an enemy might read it. Greatly 
relieved, I returned to my place at the 
bedside, and soon had a good-sized 


mulatto pickaninny to show for my 
—6skill. 


I did what was necessary to it 
and the cord and placenta without 


further trouble, and had my coat on, 


making for the door, when I was again > 
startled by the patient calling to me, 
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“Doctor, you forgot the bandage!” 
Ili take my oath the doctor never 


mentioned “bandage” in his lecture. . 


I was stumped for a moment, but an 
inspiration came to me, and I said that 
“I overlooked the bandage, as we usu- 
ally left that to the nurse!—but I 
would put it on.” NowlI hadn’t the 
remotest idea wbat the “bandage” was 
like, nor-which was to wear it—the 
mother or the child; nor what part it 
was to bind. I trusted to luck, how- 
ever, that when I saw it, its size and 
shape would enlighten me on these 
points; and sure enough it did. a 


soon had it in place, and left without 


having betrayed myself; in evidence of 
which it is only necessary to say that 
the family wanted the “old doctor 
(that was me) to ’tend them” after 
that. I had “pulled her through.” 
+hat was a case of one kind of 
‘“Meddlesome Midwifery.” If she had 


but known it, the woman could have 


gotten along as well without me as 


with me. But it taught me a vast | 


amount about practical obstetrics. My 
appetite for literature on that particu- 
lar subject for months afterwards was 
insatiable. I had been so scared, and 
didn’t know how soon it might happen 
again—with some other woman, of 
course. 
Much of the midwifery of the day, 
but not all, is meddlesome. We must 
distinguish between meddling and the 
intervention of science. I regard all 
antiseptic douches and washes as med- 
dlesome, and as a rule harmful inas- 
much as they are effective. Make your 
pregnant patient well, and Nature will 


furnish the best preparation for the 


great event. Asepsis, or simple clean- 
liness, is then all you will need to add 
in the way of preparation for labor. 


The natural secretions place the partu- 


rient canal in a more favorable condition 
for the safety of the infant than any 
douche, and especially than the mer- 
curial or other antiseptic solution. 
Nature in her integrity has left nothing 
undone for the perfect performance of 
her highest function—the bringing of 


anew human soul into being. Even 


when she is not in her integrity— 
when she is far from her best—she 
can yet do better than much of the so- 
called art offered by .he accoucheur in 
her behalf. 

Scientific intervention in the interest 
of the probable future mother should 
begin with our earliest professional 
acquaintance with her, or, better still, 
with her mother before our prospec- 
tive patient is born. Teach her how 
to live and conduct herself in every 
way. Watch her from the time of her 
birth, with an eye to finding the medi- 
cines indicated by constitutional de- 


fects plus the accidents of life. The 


periods of teething and puberty afford 
exceptional opportunities for the de- 
velopment and affiliation of medicines 
curative of constitutional defects. For 
these, though natural phenomena of 
development, are, because of disease, 
from the sins of the fathers, crises 
when/symptoms are apt to appear in- 
dicative of the constitutional predispo- 
sition, and makes the subject stronger 
to escape or overcome illness of any 
kind whatsoever. 

Instruct her as to menstruation, in 
order that she may understand the 
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serious consequences oi carelessness 
or ignorance at the time of advent or 
recurrence of this most important 
period in a woman's life I am con- 
viced that accidents and habits which 
disturb and derange this function 


cause more trouble to the parturient 
woman than they are generally charged 
with. Bathing, getting wet, especially 
the feet, in cold water, taking cold, 


over-doing, as in dancing, tight lacing, 
wearing heavy skirts suspended, not 
from the shoulders, as they should be, 
but from the waist and hips, are fruit- 


ful causes of derangement and dis- facts to parents, mothers especially, 


placement of the uterus and ovaries 
and consequent disturbance of function 


which is often felt most in the lying-in 


chamber. 
One of the chief causes, if not the 


chief cause, operative at the present 


time in producing derangements of 
the generative system of our girls is 
the evils of our educational methods. 


During the most critical period of her 


life, between the ages of twelve and 
sixteen, a time when the girl is develop- 
ing into womanhood, and should be as 
nearly as possible free from care and 
emotional disturbances, she is_har- 
rassed by the various influences pre- 


vailing in both public and private 


schools to-day. With some girls it is 
a constant struggle to “keep up” with 
more advanced and brighter students 
in learning too many and too severe 
lessons to obtain and maintain a high 
“standing” and “markings, With 
delicate and sensitive girls the emo- 
tional strain is severe and hurtful, 
especially during the menstrual week. 
No allowance is made for this week, 


exeept on special appeal. Young girls 
should be spared such mental and 
emotional strain during the veriod this 
most vital function is being established. 
I am convinced that much of this dis- 
tress of the lying-in woman is trace- 
able to derangements caused by mental 
and emotional harrassment of girls in 
school during this period. Many such 

have come under ny personal observa- 


tion, and a large proportion of these 


were “honor girls,’ prize-winners, 
model students. It is our duty as 
family physicians to point out these 


and forcibly and earnestly impress — 
upon them the truth that, if their girls 
cannot have both healthy bodies and 
minds filled with varied knowledge— 
much of it useless and soon forgotten 
—it is far better that they possess 
healthy bodies. 

The question of proper diet is of 
creat importance, and given too little 
consideration by both doctor and par- 
ents. We all know the trash devoured 
by school girls, and the evil effect it 
must have upon digestion and nutri- 
tion. Yet how many physicians point 
out these evils and warn against them? 
How many of us point out to young 
girls and their mothers the importance 
of prompt attention to nature’s calls, 
and the manifold evils resulting from 
their neglect? We know full well that 
uterine displacements, with their con- 
sequent and accompanying irritation, 
inflammation and displacement of the 
Ovaries, etc., are often chargeable to 
obstinate constipation; and that this 
obstinate constipation is more often 
the result of this “putting off” toa 
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more convenient season of this im- 
portant call. Nature tries to accom- 
modate herself to abuses and conse- 
quent artificial conditions, and by and 
bye, when her call has been often un- 
answered, she ceases calling altogether. 
Consequence: an impacted rectum, 
forcing purgatives, violent straining, 
prolapsed, retroverted, or retroflexed 
uterus. Ultimate result: unnecessarily 


painful, protracted, and sometimes 


dangerous parturition. 

If the accoucheur will look ahead, 
and act on these lines, he will by the 
intervention of science do away with 
the excuse for much meddlesome mid- 
wifery. 

But we have before us the pregnant 
woman—the expectant mother; what 
course shall she be put through during 
the nine months of gestation? There 
is much unnecessary and foolish med- 
dling in vogue during this time; hard- 


ening of the nipples, lubricating of the 


abdominal muscles, much bathing or 
little bathing, this diet or that, and 
SO On. 

Why shouJd the human be the only 
animal to adopt all or any such un- 
natural expedients at this particular 
time? The answer is “because human- 
ity alone of all animals lives unnatur- 
ally in all particulars.”’ The course to 
be pursued, then, is, to have the living 
of the pregnant woman ordered in as 
nearly natural lines as possible. Take 
off the “stays,” relieve the nipples 
from pressure and external irritation, 
arrange the dresses so that the vital 
organs may retain their normal position 
and relations, and there will be no ex- 
cuse for these preparatory annoyances, 


In this connection there is no more 


wise injunction than that “by the 


sweat of your brow shall you earn your 


bread.” I am convinced there is no 
one thing that will conduce to com- 
fortable child-birth as regular exercise 
on the part of the pregnant woman 
through the whole of the period of 
gestation. And the general light house- 
work of the familys the best of all. 
In that the woman is interested in 


mind as well as exercised in body. 


Exercise for the sake of exercise is 
always tiresome, and never long carried 
out, It is practically impossible for 


the pregnant woman, especially in 


cities, to take regular exercise out of 
doors. If they make a start with that 
intention, they soon give itup. There- 
fore housework offers the best exercise 


for gentlewomen of the present day. 
lI regard it as a blessing for a pregnant 


woman to have no “help,” excepting to 


do the really hard work. No matter if 


she gets tired, even very tired, she will 
sleep better, eat and digest better, 
and she will have an easier time when 
baby comes, and baby will be healtb- 
ier for it, too. 

Almost any form of exercise, and 
any amount of it, may be indulged in 
with benefit during the period of preg- 


nancy, provided the woman has been | 


accustomed to it all her life. Even 
tennis, horseback riding, etc. I know 
Mexican women, who have always rid- 
den on horseback, to ride as usual 
almost up to the day of their labor. 

I once owned a farm fifty miles from 
Chicago. It was my custom to go 
there Friday afternoon, and remain till 
Sunday afternoon. On my way there, 
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the road passed the house of the Ger- 


man tenant of the farm adjoining mine. 
All members of the family, regardless 
of sex, worked in the field when work 
was to be done. One Friday afternoon 
as I drove by I saw the wife and 
mother of the family on the wagon, 
receiving the hay from the men on the 
ground and building the load. Some 
of you may know from experience (I 
do) how hard such work is even for a 
man. On Saturday (next day) she 
gave birth to a child without the aid 


of a doctor or other professional. On 


Monday she did the family washing. 


This kind of thing had been her cus-— 


tom. She told me, when I asked her 
about the pains of labor, that she 
hadn’t any pain to speak of. 


{it is well known that the squaw 


American savage will drop out of the 
ranks while on march, retire with 
a iriend or without one, have her 


papoose in the bushes beside the trail, 


and overtake the tribe the same day. 
The natural simplicity of the whole 
affair is because they have always lived 
a natural life with respect to dress, 
etc., and have worked. They had to 
work; the Bucks made them! And it 
was a blessing in disguise. The same 
is true of all primitive peoples, and for 
the same reason; they live close to 
nature; they have eaten but sparingly, 
if at all, of the tree of knowledge. The 
same is true of animals when not under 
the control of man, I have seen nearly 
all sorts of domestic animals bring 
forth their young. It dosen’t seem to 
trouble them. The mare gets up im- 
mediately and goes to licking her foal, 
and later to eating. Ditto the cow 


with her calf, the cat with her kittens, 
and the bitch with her puppies, and 
all are active as usual up to the hour 
of labor. It is only the human mother 
of all creation; the human mother of 
civilization; and the more “highly” 


civilized the more so, who suffers so 


while performing her highest function; 


and it is her own fault; her’s and that . 


of her progenitors, ages back. 

But probably the cause which does 
more than any other to derange and 
congest the generative organs of preg- 
nant women, and thereby make hard 
the pains of labor and give rise to 
post-parturient complications, is indul- 


‘gence in sexual intercourse during the 


period of gestation. 

Woman is the only female of all 
animal creation who without protest 
permits the visits of the male during 


that period. It is altogether unnat- 


ural and, I am sure, injurious to both 


mother and child, According to my 
observation, and the result of many 


inquiries made with the purpose of 
ascertaining the facts, the more healthy 
and natural a woman is the less sexual 
thoughts and acts are tolerated, and, 
when indulged in, more or less sick — 
feelings surely follow. 
It would seem unnecessary to specify 
reasons for this, when we consider the 
high state of congestion produced in 
the generative organs by the sexual 
act. Too little has been said and 
written in protest against this unnat- 
ural and hurtful practice. Too much 
cannot be said in its condemnation. It 
irritates, degenerates and tends to 
cause the offspring to have a weak 
body, and strong and unnatural pas- 
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sions, and, as was sail before, it in- 
creases the pains of labor and enhances 
the dangers of the lying-in room. 

The Japanese have wise laws pro- 
hibiting cohabitation during the period 
of gestation, All creation has nature's 
laws written so clearly that they who 
run may read, even all dumb animals. 
No other should be needed, The an- 
alogy of all animal life is against it. 
With the exception of the question of 
woik, a pregnant woman should be a 
law unto herself as nearly as possible. 
She should sleep when she feels like it, 
eat when she is hungry, and let food 
alone when she isn’t. She should not 
be “crossed;” she shouid have her own 
way in all things reasonable, and in 
some things alittle unreasonable. This 


course will not only dispense with 


some of the pains of labor, but it will 
insure the disposition if not the health 
of the child. It has been my observa- 
tion that the first born of young 
parents is more likely to be ill-natured 


and puny than those coming later. To 


be sure, I have seen many exceptions, 
but it is the rule. To my mind the 
reason for this is that nearly all young 
murried people are more or less dis- 
appointed in each other, because each 
has married an ideal, and that a con- 
siderable part of the time during ‘the 
first year or two is taken up in getting 
the corners rounded off and in learn- 
ing to bear and forbear. ‘This process 
of course involves many disagreements 
and more or less heated arguments, 
called by the envious “quarrels.” The 
young expectant mother has many 
quiet cries to herself. She is often 
angry. The offspring is extremely 


sensitive to the mental state of the 
expectant mother; and there is the 
reason for the first born being so 
handicapped when he enters the world. 

What has already be said is in the 
nature of the ounce of prevention as 
against the need, or excuse rather, for 
meddlesome midwifery. We are now 
in the lying-in chamber where the 
meddling is actually done. The ques- 
tion now is: What can we do for the 
safety and comfort of mother and 


child? and what, that is likely to annoy 
or distress her, can we avoid? © 


Our own manner must be calm, 
cheerful and unobtrusively attentive. 


We must see to it that as nearly as 


possible absolute cleanliness obtains 
everywhere and on every thing and 


person in the room. Asepsis—not anti- 
sepsis—is what is needed. The lying- 


in room must be as close “next to god- 


liness as possible.” We will presume 


that the nurse has ‘‘made the bed” 
properly. After awhile, with not too 
much haste, we ascertain the position 


- and explore for abnormities. Satisfied 


that all is right so far, we must make 
no more frequent examivations than 


are necessary to keep us infermed as 


to progress. There is usually too much 
meddling in this particular. 

We must not meddle with the pa- 
tient’s position, but tell her to choose 
her own. Naturally not one lying-in 
woman in five will choose either of the 
two positions which are ordered by 
the modern accoucheur—on the back 
or the left side. One of the shortest, 
easiest and generally the most com- 
fortable labors I ever attended was a 
primipara who had attended dancing 
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school till she was six months along, 
and had entertained company in her 
parlor up to ten o clock in the evening 
before the child was born at three in 
the morning. She selected her own 
position, which was walking about the 
room during the first and second 
stages, and rolled up in a ball in the 
squatting position, with her arms 
clasped about her knees during the 
last stage. In this position the child 
was born, with no more fuss than a 
healthy man often makes over a belated 
stool. There was no nurse, nor any 
one else except myself in the room till 
next day; and several persons in the 
house knew nothing of the advent till 
informed at breakfast. She was up 
and dressed in ten days; could have 
been in five; went to an evening party 
in three weeks, wore no bandage, and 
had as perfect shape afterward as be- 
fore pregnancy; nor had she ever any 
ailment of the generative organs. 
There were no douches, nor any inter- 
ference whatever except cleanliness and 
general common sense management. 

Never meddle with the patient's 
position in labor. If she has a prefer- 
ence, it is the voice of nature, which 
we should always heed; and nature 
always means something worth know- 
ing when she speaks; and the more 
important the occasion, the more at- 
tentive should be the listener. 

It might be well to notice the posi- 
tions taken by savage and semi-savage 
peoples during labor. Nature has 
made instinct the truest and strongest 
guide in the furtherance of her chief 
aim; the protection of the individual 
and the perpetuation of the species. 


These ignorant peoples are close to 


nature, and are mainly governed by — 


instinct in such matters. | 
It is the exception when the woman 
in labor among these peoples assumes 
from choice the recumbent posture. 
They sit or squat, or stand supported 
by assistants, or stoop on their hands 
and knees, or hang to ropes or branches 
of trees, nearly all positions assumed 
being such that gravitation may help. 
I quote from Engleman, than whom 


there is no better living authority as 


to positions of various nationg in an- 
cient times: 

France. A standing position is oc- 
casionally assumed. 


Italy. Semi-recumbent on the lap; 


and in earlier days knee-elbow, semi- 


recumbent in bed, and erect, clinging 
to the neck of an assistant. 


Spain. Kneeling. 

Germany. Standing; on the lap of 
an assistant; partly suspended; semi- 
recumbent in bed, or in a sling. 

Russia. HKrect, wholly suspended; 


squatting; kneeling; sitting erect, and 


in the lap of an assistant. 

Sweden. Recumbent. 

Greece. Kneeling and semi-recum- 
bent in bed, or on a low stool reclining 
against an assistant, in ancient Greece. 

Turkey, Chair; sitting on a stool.

knee-elbow position; sitting on a low 
stool; squatting; sitting semi-recum- 
bent in the lap of an assistant. Several

It will no doubt be said, and with 
truth, that a majority of the women 
of our present civilization have not the 
strength of the natural living aborig- 
inees, and cannot therefore assume and 
maintain those positions through labor. 
Many of them can, however; and it is 
wise in their interest to urge each to 
assume the position instinct suggests. 
At any rate do not insist on her lying 


on her left side or back if she feels 


impelled to lie some other way. Con- 
sult her comfort and safety instead of 
your Own convenience. 

I presume what I shall say of the 


subject of rupturing the membranes 


will be regarded as heterodox in the 
extreme, because all autkors advise 
rupturing artificially if they are not 
broken naturally, I never (now) rup- 
ture the membranes at all until the 
head is born. The easiest and most 
natural labors that I have ever seen 
have been the few in which the mem- 
branes remained intact, and preceded 


the head of the child, protruding from 


the vulva in the shape and size ofa 
small inflated bladder. 

And with good reason: what more 
adaptable, elastic, smooth and effective 
opening wedge can you imagine for 
the purpose of dilating safely the os 
and vulva? Were all infants born with 


a “caul” there would be no ru ptures of 


the os and perineum. What better or 
more natural protection against oph- 
thalmia of the newly-born than the 
membrane which has been its protec- 
tion during gestation? 

Again: where every aid is needed to 
render labor as easy and rapid as pos- 


sible, it is hardly wise to substitute 


the hairy scalp for the smooth, natur- 
ally lubricated amniotic membrane; 


but this is one evil of premature rup- 


ture, 
[ have observed frequently in mares 


this bladder-like forerunner of the off- 


spring, and am convinced that, instead 
of being an anomaly, it is nature's way. 
L believe, also, that, were human 
labors natural, the membrane would 
remain intact until the head at least 
is born, and that it would then bea 
most effective preventive against the 


evils mentioned, and many others. 


With regard to the obstetric forceps 


as a means of meddling, I have to say 


that, in the hands of knowledge, hon- 
esty and skill, they are a great blessing 
in the lying-in chamber, but on the 
other hand in the hands of one lacking 
these attributes, they are more often a 
curse. They are too often resorted to 
for the purpose of saving time for the 
accoucheur. This is the worst kind of 
meddlesome midwifery, and cannot be 


too severely condemned. The use of 


the forceps is often advisable in the 
interest of the patient, but never in 
the interest of the doctor. 

When, as the less of evils, it becomes 
necessary to resort to their use, I 
always remove them just before the 
last pain, because there is no further 
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need of them, and it lessens the danger 
of perineal rupture. 

It is sometimes a matter of astonish- 
ment how little ordinary sense is used 
in such procedures. I once saw a 
physician, now professor in one of our 
leading colleges, a good and success- 
ful physician, grease the insides of the 
forcep blades before applying them. 
Of course they slipped! 

It is meddlesome midwifery to make 
traction on the cord for the purpose 
of detaching the placenta. Abdominal 
manipulation will usually suffice if 
sufficient time be allowed. The trouble 
is that sufficient time is not allowed; 
the doctor is in too much of a hurry. 
A majority of parturient women in 
modern civilized life are pretty well 
exhausted after the child is born, and 


nature needs and demands time to rest 
and recuperate before making the final 


effor’ to detach and expel the placenta. 
It is meddlesome midwifery to band- 
age the woman after labor. A tight 
bandage, then, tends to produce the 
condition it is intended to prevent— 
an enlarged abdomen. Beyond the 
fact that it is unnatural, the bandage 
renders passive the abdominal muscles, 
which should have the stimulus of their 
own weight, in order that they may 
the more naturally contract. As with 
all muscles, less than normal exercise 
weakens, and when the bandage is re- 
moved the muscles are weak and flabby, 
thus tending to pot-belliedness, so 
much dreaded by women. 
Furthermore, the bandage tends to 
produce prolapsus and retroversion by 
forcing the enlarged and heavy uterus 
backward into a perpendicular position. 


The normally pendulous abdomen is a 
necessity immediately after labor, and 
until the uterus has gradually assumed 
its normal size, in order that the en- 
larged organ may be accomodated and 
its relative position maintained. This 
is insured if the abdominal muscles 
are allowed in a natural way to gradu- 
ally contract and resume their normal 
size and tone. 

It is meddlesome midwifery to insist 
on the new mother lying on her back, 
or in any other one position, longer 
than it is comfortable for her to do so, 
because doing so subserves no good 
purpose whatever; and it makes the 
patient uncomfortable, which is a pos- 
itive and considerable evil at such 
times. It also tends to displacement 
of the uterus backwards. As in labor, 
so after it, I advise the woman to lie 
on her back, on either side, or on her 
face, as she feels inclined. 

In many instances the bedpan is 
used as a means of meddlesome mid- 
wifery. In a majority of cases, accord- 
ing to my experience, it is better to 
raise the patient to sitting posture to 
evacuate the bladder and bowels; 
surely the latter, which are not expected 
to move under four or five days. It is 


also meddlesome midwifery to give a 


cathartic or even an enema on the 
third day, as is so ofien done, for the 
purpose of moving the bowels. If the 
bowels have been properly looked 
after before labor, as is taken for 
oranted, five or six days may be allowed 
to elapse before artificial aid is resorted 
to, provided no urging or desire for 
stool is experienced. In the case re- 
ferred to as assuming the squatting 
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position with arms clasped over the 
knees, und which was so easy and 
natural a labor, I allowed the woman 
to go’eight days before she had a 
natural stool. And there could not 
have been a more perfect | natural 
recovery, 


Do not keep the patient too long in 
bed, nor too quiet while there, etc. — 

Do not wash the ee “anoint it 
with oil,” etc. | 

Closely observe and study nature, 
and cultivate and use common sense.— 
Pacific Coast Journal of Homoeopathy. 


Dacryocystitis,

It is not my purpose in this paper. 


to indulge in a lengthy discussion of 
the etiology of this common condition. 
Suffice it to say that a catarrhal in- 
flammation of the mucous membrane 
which lines the lachrymal sac usually 
if not invariably results from a cause 
external to the sac itself. Any mechan- 
ical obstruction of the nasal duct: any 


injury to the canaliculi; any bruising 
of the tissues co-ering the sac will be— 


hable to result ina dacryocystitis. The 
extension of a conjunctividal inflamma- 
tion is of some importance as an 
etiological factor. It does not seem 


reasonable or sensible to attribute a 


simple catarrhal inflammation of: the 
lachrymal sac to the extension upward 
of a pre-existing nasal catarrh. Water 
does not run up hill! Until such time 
as it may be conclusively 1 proven that 
there is a specific micro-organism 
which causes catarrhal inflammation 
we must omit infection in speaking of 
the etiology of disease. From 
my experience with these cases, I have 


concluded that almost invariably the 
cause of the inflammation will be found 


in au obstruction of the nasal duct at 
the point where it empties into tbe 
inferior meatus. This obstruction is 
usually an hypertrophied turbinate, 
but I have seen several cases in which 
the membrane surrounding the orifice 


of the duct was hypertrophied to such 
a degree as to cause acomplete occlusion 
In two cases I found that the duct was 


covered by scar tissue resulting from 
a clumsy cauterization of the adjacent 
turbinate. 

In the acute stage of dacryocystitis 
the swelling may be quickly reduced 


by application of glycerin to the integ- 


ument covering the sac and also by 
gentle massage and pressure which 


will empty the sac through the canal- 
iculi. This is only palliative. When 


we have located .the position of the 


hypertrophic obstruction whether it be 
. the turbinate, or as is more rarely the 
ease, the membrane. surrounding: the 
duct orifice, there is only one thing to 
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dv, remove it. Now we are given the 


choice of two procedures: the cold | 


wire-snare or medicaments. The 
chemical escharotics are not worthy of 
cousideration in rhinology. The gal- 
vano cautery is probably the most 
the removal of hypertrophies, and uo 
operator with any endowment of com- 
mon sense would use it in this instance. 


It would surely increase the obstruc- 


tion temporarily, besides making a 


purulent infection of the sac liable 
during the sloughing which follows 
every cauterization. 

Therefore our choice lies between 
the cold wire-snare and the application 
of medicaments which will reduce the 
swoolen membrane, The snare can be 
used in many cases where the cautery 
could not reach with safety, and for the 
removal of hypertrophied turbinate 
tissue in these cases it is the only 
agent which has given me_ perfect 
satisfaction. The operation is made 


entirely painless under cocaine and 


there is very little bleeding if the wire 
is properly adjusted. It is my prac- 
tice to secure one end of the wire to 
the stationary section of the handle 
and then after a single twist of the 
loop to attach the other end to the 
sliding portion. When the turbinate 
mags is engaged in the loop by the aid 
of the fixation or transfixing needle 
the sliding of the handle results in a 
sawing, twisting motion of the wire 
which effectually prevents hemorrhage. 
No portion of the bone is removed in 
this operation as it is neither necessary 
nor desirable. An antiseptic powder 
is blown uyon the wound, the nostril 


is closed and healing is usually com- 
pleted within five days with no swell- 
ing, pain, headache or other distress 
such as invariably follow the use of 
the cautery, 

In dealing with those cases of dacry- 
ocystitis which are caused by un occlu- 
siou of the nasal duct resulting from 
an hypertrophy. of the surrounding 
tissue the suare is not applicable. In 
these cases the hypertrophy is usually 
the result of an acute inflammation 
and the subjacent tissues have not 
become proliferated as in the case of 
the turbinals. Therefore the applica- 
tion of medicaments which will extract 
the inflammatory exudate is to be pre- 
ferred to any other procedure, For 
this purpose I have repeatedly used a 
paste consisting of glycerin and fullers 
earth. The various similar proprietory 
preparations such as Antiphlogistine, 
Dehydratine, Antithermoline, etc., 
which owe their value to the glycerine 
which they contain, might be used 


with equally good results, but in one 


case in which I tried one of these com- 
pounds, the patient complained of an 
irritation, probably due to some of the 
ingredients which were incorporated 
in it to produce an agreeable odor. 
This paste should. be applied every 
day, und should cover all of the mem- 
brane which appears to be inflamed, 
After several applications the tissue 
will have given up its serous exudate 
and the sac will drain naturally through 
the nasal duct. 

Following the removal of the ob- 
structions the sac should be washed 
out each day, with a mild boric acid 
solution which is followed by a ten per 
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cent. solution of protargol which | 
have found to be far superior to silver 
nitrate in all ophthalmological work. 
The glycerine paste may be used in 
place of the snare to reduce an hyper- 
trophied turbinate, but the result is 
not so satisfactory, and I prefer to re- 
move the tissue at once as it will have 
to be done eventually. Chronic cases 
of dacryocystitis rarely present for 


treatment as the patient suffers no 
pain, and the accumulated tears cause 


but littte inconvenience. Sometimes, 
however, there may be acute manifes- 


tations and 1elief is sought. In these 


chronic cases the hypertrophied tur- 
binal mass is almost invariably the 
cause of the occlusion, and no pallia- 
tive methods should be used. Nothing 
but a complete removal of the mass 
will result in a permanent cure as the 
deep tissues are not affected by surface 
applications, There is in these chronic 
hypertrophies an actual proliferation 
of tissue, and when this is considered, 
the worthlessness of astringent sprays 


or sub-mucous injections of such fluids 
as thuja, becomes manifest. 
There are some cases of dacryocy- 


stitis which are the result of a stricture 
of the nasal duct, but I believe that a 
more careful examination of the mem- 
brane lining the inferior meatus will 
convince operators that this is much 
ess frequently the cause than has been 
recorded. We are all of us prone to 
hastily arrive at conclusions, and the 
emphasis placed upon stricture by our 
writers has led many to attribute all 
cases to this condition. 

While not wishing to place myself 


occlusion is the only mechanical cause 
of dacryoscystitis, yet 1 believe that it 
is often overlooked, that it is present 
in a majority of cases, and that much 
of the suffering which patients have 
endured from slitting and dilatation 
of so-called strictures might have been 
avoided if a careful nasal examinatiou 
had been made.

In the professional life of Dr. Lane, 
and in his efforts for the advancement 
of medica: science, 18 contained the 
bulk of the history of medicine on the 
Pacific Coast. His building and. en- 
dowment of Cooper Medical College 


and Lane Hospital marked a distinct 


advance in medicine and surgery not 


only on this Coast but in the whole 


country. Another act of philanthropy 
which gained the attention and admira- 
tion of all progressive physicians was 
the establishment of an annual course 
of lectures by leading medical mon of 
the world. These lectures have been 
a means of keeping professional men 
on this Coast in touch with the most 
advanced thought and research of the 
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time, and have been largely attended. 
Before his death the property of col- 
lege ani hospital was transferred to 
the Board of Trustees and the work cf 
these institutions will be continued as 
in the past.

~The Rights of the Unborn Ohild. 


The rights of the unborn child is a 
subject which for some years has been 
attracting more and more attention. 
Our fathers accorded to the rights of 


the child but scant recognition. When 


Secretary, 


delivery per vias naturales of the un- 
diminished fetus was impossible or 
hazardous for the mother, the child 
was unhesitatingly sacrificed in the 
interests of the mother. Today this 
attitude is very greatly and rightly 
changed, and the rights of the child 
are given full consideration. The 
subject may be viewed either from the 


standpoint of religion or that of medi- 
cine. The Roman Catholic Church has 


always held that the commandment 


“Thou shalt not kill,” applies to the 
child in utreo. The medical man may 
not accept the authority of this Church 
upon the point at issue, but he can 
never contemplate the prospect of de- 
stroying a human life with feelings 
other than of the greatest repugnance, 
and the circumstances must be extreme 
and exceptional to enable him to feel 
justified in so doing. 

Before the introduction of antiseptic 
surgery the Cesarean section was con- 
sidered one of the most dangerous 
operations in surgery, and had a mor- 
tality of at least eighty per cent. At 


the present time the operation has been 


robbed of most of its dangers. Many 
operators of experience consider that 
its inherent risks are not appreciably 
greater than those or ovariotomy. The 
term inherent risks is used advisedly, 
as this means the mortality of the 
operation done under proper conditions 
by trained surgeons. The experience 
of the large continentai maternities, 
such as that of Zweifel in Leipzig, 
Leopold in Dresden, Olshausen in Ber- 
lin, and Schauta in Vienna, show that 
the average mortality of Cesaren sec- 
tion is about five per cent. These 
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statistics include a certain proportion 
of cases in which the operation has 
been done when the conditions were 
other than those which should prevail, 
so that the inherent mortality is cer- 
tainly well within this limit. In Amer- 
ica the results in general have been far 
less satisfactory, for the reason that 
the percentage of cases in which the 
operation is undertaken as a last re- 


sort, after all other means of delivery 


have failed is far larger than on the 
Continent. These results do not argue 
against the safety of the Cesarean 
operation, but show the necessity for 
the introduction of other standards in 
the practice of obstetrics. So long as 
obstetrical cases are not studied intel- 


ligently before labor, suv that those 
requiring major operations may be 


dealt with promptly and properly, so 


long will the present bad results be 


obtained in the United States, That 
our results can be revolutionized with 
the introduction of a more intelligent 


practice is shown by what has been 
done in the city of Boston. In June, 


1898, Dr. Edward Reynolds collected 
and reported twenty-two cases of 


Cesarean section performed in Boston, 


giving birth to twenty-two living chil- 
dren, and with no mortality to the 
mothers.— Amer. Jour. Obstet. 


Hints for the Medical Examiner. 

F, M. Johnson (Med. Exam. and Prac- 
titioner) gives some excellent diagnostic 
hints. Here are some of them: 

Persons with prominent features are 
apt to be vigorous both in mind and 
body, but if outlines are round and 


fleshy, have little stamina. Large 
mouths and round forheads mean 
strong constitutions. Large heads and 
faces, with narrow or cramped chests, 
denote poor vitality. Large teeth are 
in favor of long life; short teeth, of a 
short life. Many tendencies to disease 
show themselves in the finger nails. 
If nails are curved, ridged or fluted, 
and on the first finger curls over the 
end, it generally signifies either scrofula 
or consumption. Bluish nails, with 
very little of the white crescents elim- 
inated, point to a weak heart action. 
White specks and spots define a state 
of nervousness and impoverished blood. 
Black or blue spots underneath the 
nails show that some poison is in the 
system. A healthful nail is pink in 
color. | 

A pale skin means anemia; a yellow 
skin, biliousness. Veins showing blue 
on hands and face does not indicate 
royal blood, but the presence of car- 
bonic acid in stem and demands 
air and exercise as a treatment. Red- 
dish lines and Veins are indicative of 
too much blood, with tendencies to- 
wards apoplexy. Flesh should be firm 
and hard and natural in color, also 
well distributed. When this is true, 
although there may be an excess in 
weight, the applicant is a safe enough 
risk. 

A full inspiration of the lungs should 
exceed the abdominal measurements 
or else there will be found a lack of 
responsive vitality in the person. A 
man of nervous temperament will be 
too light in weight according to the 
given tables of heights and weights, 
yet whose face shows clearly lines of 
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strength and recuperative power.— 
Med. Standard.

with normal or even brisk knee-jerks, 
but in almost every instance with a 
clear history of syphilis. It seems 
most probable, in the absence of direct 


pathological evidence, that the Argyll- 


Robertson pupil is due to sclerosis of 
the non-decussating Meynert’s fibres 
oa one or both sides, according to the 
loss of light reaction is unilateral or 


bilateral, rather than due to any nu- 
clear degeneration.—Courer of Med- 


acne. 


Qauses of Bad Breath. 


A. W. Ringer, (Med. World) cites the 
case of an old lady suffering from fetid 
breath who was cured by the removal 
of a large elongated square of offensive 
matter from one of the nasal passages, 
the lady being subject to atrophic 
catarrh. Other causes given are de- 
cayed teeth, disease of the lungs and 
diabetes. The most common cause, 
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he thinks, is putrefaction within the 
duodenum. Another writer in the 
same journal has found the condition 
due to a caseous condition of the post- 
tonsillar crypts.

Substitution Extraordinary. 


Substitution as generally understood 
is one of the abominable evils against 
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which physicians have to be on their 
guard. The only way to get rid of 
this evil is for a physician to insist on 
having his prescriptions filled by a re- 
liable druggist, and then watch this 
druggist occasionally to see that he 
does not fall from grace. The reputa- 
tion of the physician, the health, and 
sometimes life, of the patient depend 
on the correct filling of prescriptions. 
While we believe that very few drug- 
gists are guilty of substitution, some 
of them are. We refer now to the sub- 
stitution of “something just as good” 
for a similar preparation and which the 
druggist may believe will answer the 
purpose, especially if it ischeaper. But 
the druggist who places his “belief” 


above the written instructions of the 


physician will be dishonest in other 
ways and should be treated accord- 
ingly. Our attention, however, has 
been called to another form of substi- 
tution that is more dangerous, more 


vicious, and more criminal than that 


referred to above, and one that is more 
dificult to guard against. We have 
received a circular letter from the Far- 
benfabriken of Elberfeld Company, in 
which they record their experience in 
ferreting out a despicable adulteration 
of their products. The facts in the 
case were brought out in a lawsuit 
and revealed that certain men were 
actively engaged in counterfeiting la- 
bels and boxes and filling them with 
all sorts of material utterly unlike the 
genuine and then selling them to drug- 
gists as the real article. While we 
believe that this form of adulteration 
i8 unique in this particular instance, 
it is well that we recognize to possi-

A Qase of Morphin Poisoning; Successful 
Employment of Qocain as an Antidote. 
A. C, Barnes, Philadelphia, reports a 

case in a girl, 17, employed in a labor- 

atory, who was poisoned by inhalation 
of finely powdered morphin sulphate 
with which she was working. The 
patient was given one-half grain of 
cocain hydrochlorate, hypodermically; 
moreover, this first injection was given 
at a time when the patient was appar- 
ently moribund. Marked improvement 
was not noticeable, so that a second 
injection of one half grain of cocain 
was given in one-half hour. The effects 
of cocain were plainly evident ten min- 
utes after the second injection. The 
pulse and respiration became more 


rapid, and the patient showed signs 


of returning consciousness. However, 
there was not enough improvement to 
indicate that the stimulation had been 
sufficient, and it was therefore deemed 
advisable to give a third injection of 
cocain. Accordingly, one-quarter grain 
of cocain hydrochlorate was admin- 
istered, with the result that within ten 
minutes the patient became conscious, 
the respiration and pulse (recorded at 
five minutes intervals) increased to 20, 
46 and 80, respectively, per minute. 
Symptoms of cocain poisoning now 
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appeared, but passed away in an hour, 
Later she developed a condition re- 


sembling typhoid fever, which neces- 
sitated her remaining in the hospital 
five weeks.—Phila. Med. Jour.

Chloride of calcium, in doses of 
eight to sixteen grains, every two to 
four hours, should be tried in all forms 
of persistent hemorrhage, especially 
hemoptysis, hematuria, and intestinal 


hemorrhage of typhoid fever, for this 


salt increases the coagulability of the 
blood. It should be remembered, 


however, that this drug should not be 


used more than three days continu- 
ously, for its prolonged use decreases 


the coagulability of the blood.—Jour.

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Restoration of Motility in Ankylosed Joints. 


Chlunsky ( Centralblatt f. Chirurgie, 
No. 37, 1900) begins his article with 
the remark that we have up to date 
been in possession of no _ effective 
method of remedying anklyosis with 
contraction. 
the insertion of soft tissues between 
the ends of fractured bone leads to a 
pseudo-arthrosis and therefore that the 
same substance in a joint cavity must 
prevent ankylosis. In a large joint 
it is practically impossible to introduce 
the desired amount of soft tissue, so 
he tried foreign substances. He re- 
sected the hind knee joint of dogs and 
rabbits and fitted over the ends of 
the long plates of celluloid, silver, zine, 
rubber or collodion; in every case the 
motility of the joint was preserved. 
The animals were ‘killed from three

weeks to four and a half months later — 
and the affected joints found to be in- 


tact. The rubber and celluloid plates 
were found in good condition, while 
those of silver and zinc were worn out, 
Seeing that these plates had accom- 
plished all that was desired and fearing 
that they might in future lead to 
unpleasant complications, the author 
decided to replace them by resorbable 
material.

AGNEW PHARMACEUTICAL 
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Treatment of Injuries of the Ureter. 


Dr. Davis, of Omaha, in a paper on 
this subject presented at a meeting at 
the American Medical Association, said 
that ureteral injuries had been much 
more frequent than was generally sup- 
posed, and cited cases to prove this 


fact. Before the possibility of anasto-— 


mosing the cut ureter was shown to 
exist there was open to the surgeons 


but one of three very unsatisfactory 


procedures: he was obliged either to 
perform nephrectomy, to stitch the 
ureter to the skin, or to ligate its 
proximal end. The result of the first 
was never an enviable one; the second 
left the patient in a pitiable plight, 
while the atrophy which was supposed 
to follow the third was by no means 
constant, So much advance had re- 


cently been made, however, that none 


of these procedures was justifiable. 
He then described a method of anasto- 
mosis which seemed to him better and 
simpler than Van Hook’s. Implanta- 
tion into the bladder, that viscus hav- 
ing been freed from its attachments 
to a sufficient extent—after Kelly’s 
method—to reach the proximal end of 
the ureter without tension, or uretero- 
ureteral anastomosis, seemed to him 
to offer a happy solution of the prob- 
lem. In support of this statement he 
said: 1. The normal channel was thus 
preserved. 2. There could be no fis- 
tule. 3. Stenosis was not probable. 


4. There was no leakage. 5. Cicatri-

importance, are digestive disturbances, 


varying from heaviness in the stomach 
to nausea and vomiting, Various ex- 
anthemata, morbilliform and scurlatini- 
form erythema, erythema nodosum, 


urticaria, vesicular pemphigoid erup- 


tions, and, rarely, in marasmic individ- 
uals, purpura may appear. Hyperi- 
drosis is noted in about 68 per cent. of 
patients. Hemorrhage is of compara- 
tively recent occurence with sodium 
salicylate—epistaxis, hematuria, entor- 
rhagia, metrorrhagia, and menorrhagia. 
Various nervous symptoms have been 


observed, notably delirium. Dyspnea 
merits especial attention, and is pro- 
duced by direct action on the respira- 
tory centers. Symptoms referable to 
audition occur In about 60 per cent. of 
urticarias. For diminishing the last, 
ergot or ergotin have been proposed, 
but do not give satisfactory results. 
For preventing gastric disturbance, 
weak solutions of the remedy should 
be employed, or alcohol added in small 
quantity; or the remedy may be asso- 
ciated with sodidum bicarbonate of 
Vichy and given apart from the meals. 
Many instances of intolerance can be 
circumvented by rectal administration, 


high enema, well diluted, and with a 


small amount of tincture of opium.—
